The Scientific Farming of the Woodlot

“There is no part of the farm which 
will give bigger returns for so little 
expenditure of time and labor as the 
woodlot.” This statement in the 
July number of the Canadian lorest- 
ry Journal, i. made by Mr. B. R. 
Morton, B. So. F., the silvical expert 
who is engaged by the Forestry 
Branch at Ottawa to demcnstrate to 
the woodland owners of eastern Can- 
ada just how these bigger returns may 
be achieved. But if it is not possi- 
ble to obtain such expert advice, there 
are yet three ways in which the farm- 
er, by the exercise of ordinary com- 
mon sense, can vastly improve the 
composition, production and reproduc- 
tion of his woodlot. 

Tho first thing necessary is to im- 
prove the cha:acter of the crop, 
which can be done by cutting down 
and using for fire-wood all diseased 
and deformed trees, ns well as such 
species whose presence in the wood- 
lot is not desirable. Only too fre- 
quently is the method of cutting ex- 
actly the reverse.- Tho best trees are 
cut, often for purposes for which an 
inferior wood would serve, and the 
poorer species are left seed-in the cut- 
over areas and to gradually crowd out 
the better varieties. Before cutting, 
the farmer should™“eonsider first the 
use to which the wood is to be put, 
and second, the species-composition of 
the woodlot Which is most desirable. 
Firewood probably. yields the best 
returns fo: a small acreage and for 
this purpose rapid-grgwers such ag 
poplar, ash and elm should be encour- 
aged, which should make an annual 
growth of from one-half to one cord 
per acre. Basswood too, will be in 
increasing demand because of its rapid 
growth, because it coppices readily 
and because of its value in small sizes 
for the manufacture of excelsior, coop- 
erage stock and other small articles 
for which the wood is particularly 
adapted, Maple reproduces readily, 
and although not a rapid grower, it 
nevertheless yields a substantial rev- 
enue when it,pecomes large enough to 
tap. Soft “woods like spruce, bal- 
sam and ..ne grow much more rap- 
idly than hardwoods and might be 
advantageously grown for fuel or pulp- 
wood. 

When the most sultable species have 


| been selected and the weed-trees re- 


moved, the woodlot must then be thin- 
ned until the crowns of the best-form- 
edyremaining trees are seen to barely 
touch, An acre can only produce a 


| given amount of wood each year and 


the fewer trees there are to share 


\this yearly increment, and yet fully 


utilize the crown space, the more rap- 


/id will be the growth of these trees. 


The third requisite in the scientific 
farming of the woodlot, is that the 
kept out, especially after 
cutting, when reproduction is 
Cattle are just as in- 
jurious to a young crop of tree-seed- 
lings as they are to a young crop of 
grain. They mky indeed eat the 
grass in the woodlot, but they would 
just as soon, if not sooner, eat tho 
young and tender hardwood shoots, 
and the same can be said of sheep.

| mune so that certainty in reproduction 
is only assured by fencing off the cut- 
over areas. Dr. Fernow predicts that

other work slackens the farmer could 
very easily imprcve his woodlot in an- 
ticipation of this tim» of increased 
wood values.

One New Yorkeys’s Easy and Well 
Paid, but Important, Job, 

‘There is one man in New York who 
would seem to hold an easy ond unique 
job. From Jan, 1 to Dee. 31 he puts In 
his whole time watching for clouds 
from the top of one of the tuilest sky- 
scrapers, He dves nothing else, is well 
paid if he performs his duty vigilantly 
and bas no one to boss or bustle bim 
around—except the clouds. For tools 
he works with a telescope, and he can 
smoke, rend poetry or do what he 
pleases, provided he keeps his weather 
eye keenly peeled for the first sign of 
a storix cloud sweeping down the Hud: 
son. On that rests his whole job, for 
should a thunderstorm catch him nap- 
ping it would mean a sertous strain on 
the leading electric light and power 
company. : 

In no other city but New York do 
conditions make for such a contingen- 
ey Owing to the compact construction 
of the huge blocks of downtown sky- 
scrapers an enormous amount of elec: 
trie light is suddenly demanded when- 
ever the sky becomes darkened. ‘Thou: 
sands of bulbs are simultaneously 
switched on.

It is a river so 
mighty that it ¢an spread. out over a 
width of sixty miles on the Yukon 
flats and still have depth enough in the 
main channel to float aeavily Iuden 
freight steamers, “From its mouth 
(near St. Michael) at the Bering sea 

. it is navigable all the way to White 
Horse, in the Yukon territory of Can- 
nda, an unbroken stretch of over 2,100 
miles—two-thirds of the distance from 
New York to San Francisco, Add to 
this the navigable water of its tribu- 
taries—370 miles on the Innoko river, 
820 on the Iditarod, 620 on the Koyu- 
kuk and 392 miles on the Tanana—and

WHIMS OF THE AIR 


Curious and Rapid Changes Jn 
the Velocity of the Wind. 


| HOLES IN THE ATMOSPHERE 


These Danger Spots, From the Avia« 

* tors’ Viewpoint, Are Born of the Al- 
most Instantan.ous Variations In the 
Force of the Aerial Currents. 


Since man bas provided himself with 
wings be.bas learned more astonishing 
things about the air than were dream- 
ed of in his old philosophy. He has 
had to learn them in order to make 
traveling safe on his new aerial bigh- 
way. The wind was al.sost a complete 
wystery until aerunauts began to make 
Close acquaintance with its strange 
moods and vagaries. The startling ex- 
periences of aviators hase stimulated 
the anemometrists—i ec, the wind 
measurers—to fresh Investigations, 
which bave had surprising results. 

Consider, fur instance, these things 
which have been found out by the 
‘Aerotechnic institute of the University 
of Paris: 

If two anemometers (wind measur- 
ers) are placed side by side :bout sev- 
enty-two feet above the ground when a 
wind of from thirty-three to forty- 
eight feet per second is blowing ‘he 
most remarkable differences in the ve- 
locity of tbe wind are observed. Ifthe 
anemometers are only te.i inches ar irt 
both usually show nearly the sa'‘e 
wind velocity, but !f the distance be 
tween them is increased to about thir- 
ty-two Inches one will sometimes show 
o wind velocity of ten feet per second 
more rapid than that shown by the 
other. But this difference lasts only 
for an instant. If the distance be- 
tween the anemomeéters is increased to 
twenty-three or twenty-four feet, the 
usual length of an seroplane, the dif- 
ferences in the velocity of the wind 
shown by them are occasionally enor- 
nious, but of very brief duration. This 
must clearly produce a racking effect 
upon ap aeroplane, which may be dis- 
astrous, for one end of It may fur a 
second or so experience a resistance 
donble that felt at the other end. 

But this Is by no means all. Notonly 
does the wind vary Ip this capricious 
fashion at places a few fect or a few 
yards apart, but it varies with equal 
violence and suddenness at the same 
point, as fis ~roved by fixing a single 
anemometer at a height of seventy- 
five or eighty feet above the ground 
and observing the successive changes 
in.its indications of velocity. Thus it 
has been fovud that a wind whose av- 
erage velocity was about thirty-eight 
feet per second maintained that ve- 
locity for as much as ten successive 
seconds and then in a second and a 
half dropped to less than fourteen feet 
per secona, which it maintained during 
two seconds, after which ‘n the course 
of half a second it sprang up to a ve- 
locity of fft; feet per second! It main- 


' tained the last mentioned velocity for 
only a single second. 


‘In another case the velocity of the 
wind rose In three-quarters of a second 
froin twenty-six and one-quarter feet 
to fifty-seven aud one-half feet per sec- 
ond. ‘ 

Considering these facts, It Is no won- 
der that aviators meet with strange 
accidents by running into what they 
call “holes In the air,” for the sustain- 
ing force ef the alr, on account of the 
sudden variations of the wind, may 
almost instantly lose half its value and 
then with equal suddenness recover, or 
more than recover, Its former power. 
Such things enable any one to under- 
stand the peculiar perils that the avia- 
tor has to face. Even ordinary mortals 
know that the wind is capricious, but 
to the navigator of the air it becomes 
sometimes a very demon, or a legion 
of demons, Whose eccentric gambolings 


| are as uncontrollable as they are unex-
